Summer  Institutes  in  Science  and  in  Counseling  Awarded

Northwestern  State  College  has 
been  acTdpted^ft?!-  a  National  Sci- 
ence Foundation  Summer  Institute 
for  high  school  teachers  of  general 
science.  The  NSF  grant  for  the 
operation  of  the  nine-week  sum- 
mer institute,  June  6-August  5, 
1961,  totals  $65,600. 

Dr.  George  A.  Stokes,  associate 
professor  of  geography  and  ge- 
ology, who  has  been  named  insti- 
tute director,  stated  that  the  object 
of  the  institute  is  to  improve  the 
subject  matter  mastery  of  partici- 
pating teachers  in  the  field  of  gen- 
eral science  and  physics. 

Approximately  50  junior  and 
senior  high  school  teachers  from 
Louisiana  and  surrounding  states 
will  be  selected  for  participation 
in  the  program.  Participants  will 
receive  stipends  of  $675  with  an 
additional  dependent  allowance  of 
$135,  and  $50  for  travel  expense. 


irtment  Receives 
Grant  for  Research 

The  Department  of  Bacteriology 
at  Northwestern  State  College  has 
received   a   research   grant   in   ex 
cess  of  $40,000  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health. 

The  grant  will  be  used  in  re- 
search entitled  "The  Brucellacidal 
Activity  of  Bovine  Serum"  over  a 
three-year  period.  This  will  allow 
continuation  of  research  in  the 
field  of  brucellosis,  a  disease  com- 
monly known  as  undulant  fever  in 
man  and  Bangs  disease  in  cattle. 

"The  department  is  pleased  to 
receive  this  grant  as  it  allows  con- 
tinuation of  research  and  also  be- 
cause it  provides  for  six  research 
assistantships  for  undergraduate 
and  graduate  students,"  Dr.  R.  J. 
Bienvenu,  head  of  the  Bacteri- 
ology Department  and  chief  in- 
vestigator, stated. 


Dr.  Raymond  A.  McCoy,  as- 
sociate professor  ef  education  and 
psychology  at  NSC,  met  in  Dallas 
on  Jan.  16  to  complete  negotia- 
tions with  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
for  a  National  Defense  Counseling 
and  Guidance  Training  Institute 
to  be  held  during  the  summer  ses- 
sion of  1961. 

"The  receiving  of  this  Institute 
is  most  gratifying  as  it  represents 
the  culmination  of  work  in  the 
field  of  guidance  and  counseling 
over  a  long  period  of  time  and 
especially  the  more  concentrated 
effort  made  during  the  past  six 
years  that  Dr.  McCoy  has  been  on 
the  NSC  staff,"  Dr.  Kyser  said.

Dr.  Bernard  Nelken  (deceased),  was  a 
1916  graduate  of  Normal  who  later  be- 
came a  practicing  physician  in  Baton 
Rouge.  Because  of  illness,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  get  a  recent  photograph  of  Miss 
Gussie. 

Samuel  Nelken  and  Sarah  Ab- 
rams  came  to  this  country  from 
Poland,  but  did  not  know  each 
other  until  they  met  in  New  Or- 
leans. They  were  married  in  the 
Crescent  City  and  decided  to  set- 
tle in  Natchitoches  to  be  near  Mr. 
Nelken's  brother,  Sol,  who  was 
then  in  business  at  Provencal. 

Mr.  Sam  Nelken  was  for  many 
years  a  very  successful  merchant 
and  planter  in  the  city  and  parish 
of  Natchitoches.  Twelve  children 
were  born  to  them,  six  daughters 
and  six  sons,  eight  of  whom  fin- 
ished at  the  Louisiana  State  Nor- 
mal School,  now  Northwestern 
State  College.  The  sisters  are: 
Augusta,  Fannie,  Jetty,  Lillian, 
Bessie  (deceased),  and  Miriam; 
the  brothers:  Irion,  Bernard  (de- 
ceased). Abe  (deceased).  Sylvan, 
t^manuel  (deceased) ,  and  William 
or  "Buddy"    (deceased). 

The  combined  teaching  experi- 
ence of  four  sisters  and  one  broth- 
er who  selected  teaching  as  their 
life's  work  is  in  excess  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years. 

"Miss  Gussie,"  as  she  was 
known  by  her  students,  graduated 
from  Louisiana  Normal  in  1894 
and  later  received  a  BS  degree 
from  Columbia  University.  Her 
early  teaching  experience  was  at 
New  Iberia,  Lake  Charles,  and  the 
University  of  Arkansas.  This  was 
followed  by  several  years  as  super- 
visor in  the  elementary  grades  of 
Northwestern  State  College,  a  posi- 
tion from  which  she  retired  in 
19S6.  She  was  a  member  of  Delta 
Ka^pa  Gamma  and  has  served  the 
Northwestern  State  College  Alumni 
Association  as  president,  an  honor 
received  by  few  women.  Through 
Miss  Gussie's  influence  and  lead- 
ership, the  old  Lemee  home  was 
restored  and  is  now  being  used 
bv  the  women's  clubs  as  a  meeting 
place.  It  is  also  a  tourist  .ittrar- 
lion. 

Miss  Fannie  Nelken  graduated 
in    1896  and  spent   the   next   few

years  teaching  at  Cheneyville  and 
the  old  Natchitoches  Grammar 
School.  She  spent  practically  all 
of  her  active  life  as  secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  a  posi- 
tion from  which  she  retired  in 
1941,  and  is  now  living  in  the 
family  home  in  Natchitoches. 
Much  of  her  time  is  still  devoted 
to  club  work  in  the  city  and  state. 
She  has  served  the  Eastern  Star 
as  its  highest  officer.  Worthy 
Grand  Matron  of  the  Stale  of 
Louisiana. 

The  third  sister.  Jetty,  now 
Mrs.  H.  H.  Pressburg  of  Alex- 
andria, received  a  two-year  cer- 
tificate in  1903  and  taught  four 
years  in  Alexandria  before  her 
marriage.  Her  daughter,  Joan,  at- 
tended Northwestern  in  19.'i.5,  and 
is  now  teaching  in  Alexandria 
Junior  High  School.  Her  son  Dr. 
Bernard  Samuel  Pressburg,  is  a 
professor  of  chemical  engineering 
at  LSU. 

Miss  Lillian  Nelken,  the  next  in 
line  to  attend  Normal,  received  the 
two-year  certificate  in  1908.  She 
spent  several  years  teaching  first 
grade  at  Plaquemine  and  DeHid- 
der,  and  as  a  primary  supervisor 
in  Acadia  Parish.  After  retirement 


in  1948,  she  likewise  has  been  in- 
terested in  club  work  and  in  Delta 
Kappa  Gamma. 

Miss  Miriam  Nelken  followed  in 
her  sisters'  footsteps  and  received 
her  diploma  from  old  Normal  in 
1910,  subsequently  receiving  the 
BS  and  MA  degrees  from  Colum- 
bia University.  Her  varied  teach- 
ing experience  included  primary 
work  at  Patterson  and  Lafayette 
and  two  years  in  private  schools 
in  New  York  and  Staten  Island. 
The  major  portion  of  her  tenure 
as  a  teacher  was  spent  as  an  ele- 
mentary supervisor  at  NSC  until 
her  retirement  in  1947.  At  one 
time  she  was  a  very  active  member 
of  Delta  Kappa  Gamma  and  the 
Louisiana  Teachers  Association. 
Since  retirement  much  of  her  time 
has  been  devoted  to  the  Natchi- 
toches Garden  Club  and  the  Lou- 
isiana Historical  Association. 

Irion  Nelken  was  the  first  son 
to  attend  Louisiana  Normal,  grad- 
uating in  1913.  He  taught  school 
one  year  at  Heeves,  but  soon  de- 
cided that  teaching  was  not  his 
vocation.  He  entered  LSU.  where 
he  re<-eived  a  BS  degree  in  sugar 
chemistry.  He  spent  some  time  in 
Cuba  as  a  sugar  chemist,  then  re- 


turned home  to  assist  in  manag- 
ing the  Nelken  estate. 

Dr.  Bernard  Nelken  (deceased) 
graduated  in  1916  and  spent  one 
year  teaching  in  Winnfield,  re- 
signing to  enter  the  service  of  his 
country  during  World  War  I. 
After  his  discharge,  he  studied 
medicine  and  graduated  with  the 
M.D.  degree  from  Tulane  Univer- 
sity. He  was  a  successful  phy- 
sician in  Baton  Rouge  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  until  his  untimely 
death  in  1951.  His  wife,  the  for- 
mer Mary  Oden  of  Arcadia,  was 
also  graduated  from  the  old  Nor- 
mal, and  now  lives  at  1459  Per- 
kins Road,  Baton  Rouge. 

Sylvan  Nelken  was  the  youngest 
member  of  the  family  and  received 
his  two-year  diploma  in  1920.  He 
later  received  the  BS  degree  in 
agriculture  from  Southwestern 
Louisiana  Institute  and  the  MS 
from  Louisiana  State  University. 
In  the  summer  of  1941  he  did 
further  graduate  work  at  Iowa 
State  College.  A  major  portion  of 
Sylvan's  early  teaching  was  in 
South  Louisiana  —  one  year  at 
Houma,  in  Terrebonne  Parish; 
two  years  at  Iota  and  eight  years 
at  Ebenezer,  Acadia  Parish.  He 
was  on  the  faculty  at  Southwestern 
from  1931-1933  as  a  member  of 
the  Agriculture  Department.  A 
two-year  leave  of  absence  from 
SLI  was  granted  him  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  in  order  that 
he  might  organize  the  Farmers 
Home  Administration  in  Louisi- 
ana. After  this  service  was  per- 
formed, he  was  called  to  head  the 
Agriculture  Department  of  North- 
western State  College,  where  he 
served  well  until  1958.  when  he 
was  made  Dean  of  Administration, 
which  position  he  still  holds.  He. 
also,  is  a  past-president  of  the 
Northwestern  State  College  Alumni 
Association. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelken  (the  for- 
mer  Lennie  Dixon  of  near  Baton 
Rouge)  have  reared  a  fine  family 
of  three  daughters  and  one  son. 
Betty,  now  Mrs.  John  Woodyard.
